: py fed to rob him while he repaired 
y “his stalled automobile at a lonely 
‘spot on Brown Mill road. 

Pease died early Sunday morning 
at Grady hospital as a result of two 
bullet wounds in his chest. He was 
found lying in a pool of blood beside 
his automobile bw S. P. Hatton and 
Mrs. Susie Wright, passersby, and 
was carried to Grady hospital with 
the assistance of H. A. Lamb, dairy-, 
man, who drove by the scene. Mr. 
and Mrs. R. E. Brannon, who live 
nearby, were among the first people 
.to reach the scene of the shooting. 

Marshall is said by pdlice to have 
identified the pistol which is be- 

._ lieved to have been shot from his 

* hand by Pease, and also said a black 

- ¢ap found near the scene of the mur- 
der was lost when he ran. He is 
said to have drawn attention to a 

small hole in the cap to prove his 
-. ownership. 

Until brought to the court house 
and grilled, Marshall did not know 
Pease was dead, , 9.5. > J 

Points Out Spot on Road. 

Marshall pointed out to officers 
the spot where the killing took place, 
and after passing the spot Marshall 

said the spot was about 10 feet back 
of them, which officers said coin- 
cided with the exact spot where 
Pease was found fatally wounded. 

Officers said that during their 
questioning of the negro he described 
the scene of the shooting to them very 
accurately, speaking of a small road 
which led from the main highway 
and of railway tracks which paralleled ' 
the road a short distance away. 

Suspicious actions of a nervous na- 

, ture on Marshall’s part when ac- 


costed by officers as he walked to- 
ward Atlanta on Jonesboro roa 
caused the police to stop and ques- 
tion him. His replies to questions 
were so vague that Officers Wells 
and Nelms placed him in the police 
automobile and carried him before 
County Police Lieutenant R. F. 
Jordan, who was visiting his brother 
in-law near where the negro was 
picked up. Before Lieutenant Jordan, 
the officers and two other witnesses 
Marshall is said to have related de- 
tails of the killing and to have free- 
ly admitted that he shot Pease. 
Negro Escaped Gang. 

Marshall, q typical tramp with 
dusty shoes and clothes stained and 
soiled with the wear of travel on foot, 
gave a straightforward account of the 
shooting. The story was that of a 
single motorist repairing his stalled 
automobile on a lonely road beinz 
set upon in an attempt at robbery 
by a roving negro, and fatally shot 
when he resisted. 

Marshall formerly lived in Atlanta. 
he said, going to Kentucky from this

Area—4,000 Homes Are 
Destroyed. 


TOTAL CASUALTIES 
PLACED AT 2,000 


Railway Traffic Re- 
sumed — Relief Work 
Proceeding Rapidly—2 
Entire Towns Razed.

Tokio, May 24.—At least 500 per- 
sons were burned or crushed to death 
in the earthquake on the west coast 
Saturday, the most disastrous since 
the unprecedented devastation of the 
Tokio area in 1925. 

This estimate was made Sunday fol- 
lowing resumption of communication 
and railroad traffic with the com- 


munities of: Toyo-Oka and Kinosaki, | 


where the earth shook with greatest 
violence. Other estimates placed the 
total casualties at 2,000, with more 
than 1,000 injured; the number of de- 
molished homes at 4000, with 20,000 
persons homeless, and the property 
damage throughout the area at more 
than $50,000,000. 

As eye witnesses reached ‘Tokio 
with vivid tales of the terror that 
struck the Osaka region, nesrly all 
the fires brought on by the earth- 
quake had been extinguished, order 
was practically restored and reliet 
work was proceeding satisfactorily. 

Traffic Resumea. 
As communication opened = early 


Sunday, it became apparent that th 
loss of life and the destruction had 
exceeded earlier estimates. Towns 
and villages throughout an area of 
about eight square miles were found 
virtually to have collapsed. No 
foreigners have been reported to be 
among the dead, whose numbers would 
have been greater if the affected terri- 
tory had been more thickly settled. 

In all of Kinosaki, the famous hot 
spring health resurt in Hyogo prov- 
ince, only two hotels and two small 
bouses remained. Two thousand 
homes, representing two-thirds of the 
city, were yed in. Toy-Okae-.. * 

Government Acts. 


The Japanese government. acied 
promptly in effecting relief measures 
and it was announced that no outside 
help was necessary. A warship and 
destroyer, loaded with sufficient pro- 
Visions were sent at full steam te 
ward the scene; military airplanes 
flew over the quake zone to survey 
the situation and troops were rushed 
from Fukucyyaga. ; 

The first estimate from the gov- 
ernment was made by the navy, which 
unofficially placed the death toll at 
350 killed and 1,200 injured. Sub- 
sequent estimates tended to increase 
rather than diminish these figures. 


Horror of Disaster. 


The horror that overtook the sim- 
ple country folk whose numbers have 
again been decimated by the fierce 
earth gods was revealed to the United 
News by one of the first eye-witness- 
es to reach Tokio. “ 

“The entire district.” he said. “was 
q livid, burning hell.” 

Most of the people at  Kinosak!i 
Springs were happy vacationists. The 
earthquake tore the resort asunder 
and razed it to ashes, 

Ai unknown but large number 
perished when trapped nude and de- 
fenseless within Jinosaki’s famous 
baths. 

Forest Catch Fire. 


The forests in the stricken rural 
section were burning, as well as the 
villages, the eye-witness informant 
said. This seriously hampered the 
work of first aid to the injured and 
the dying, as a flaming barrier was 
formed against the nearby outside 
world which sought to break through. 

Four hospitals burned down in 
Toyo-Oka, but their patients § are 
thought to have-been saved. 

Great cracks—from five inches to a 
foot in width—appeared in the earth

EVOLUTION: PROBE 
AT DAYTON TODAY 


Tennessee Science Teach- 
er Accused of Violating 
State Evolution Law 
Faces Indictment.

Dayton, Tenn., May 24.—A Rhea 
county grand jury, meeting in special 
session here Monday, will say if 
Dayton is to continue to occupy the 
center of the stage in a discussion of 
evolution, now rapidly becoming na- 
tion-wide. To this-grand jury will be 
presented an indictment charging 
John T. Scopes, high’ school science 
teacher, with violation of the Tennes- 
see law against teaching evolution in 
the public schools. If a true bill is 
returned the echool teacher will be 
placed on trial in circuit court here 
within the next few weeks. The regu- 
lar term of court is not scheduled to 
convene until the first Monday in 
August, but Judge John T. Raulston, 
presiding judge, who called the special 
session of the grand jury for tomor- 
row, has indicated a willingness to 
order a special term of court if an in- 
dictment is returned. 

Specia] Session Today. 

The special grand jury tomorrow 
finds the case in its third stage. Mr. 
Scopes was charged with violating the 
recently-enacted Tennessee law early 
in May when his friend, George W. 
Rappleyea, a chemical engineer, who 
is not in sympathy with the new 
statute, swore to a warrant for his 
arrest for the purpose of making a 
test case. At a preliminary hearing, 
May ¥, he was held for action by the 
grand jury. 

At the preliminary hearing’ the 
prosecution contented itself with the 
introduction of only one witness ani 
decumentary evidence. The latter in- 
cluded a copy of the “act of the le¥: 
islature as approved by the governor 
and a textbook on biology, taught in 
the Rhea county high school, where 
Mr. Scopes presided over the depurt- 
ment of science until the close ol 
the school term, May 1. The only 
witness to take the stand was Walter 
superintendent of schools of 
thea county. Mr. White identified 
the textbook as one taught in the 
school. He also identified Mr. Scopes 
as the teacher, adding that he was 
“a good teacher.” Defense attorneys 
contented themselves with an attack 
on the constitutionality of the uct. 

The law Scopes is charged with vio- 
lating is brief, the act containing less 
than 100 words. In a preamble is 
set forth that it is an act “prohibiting 


the teaching of the evolution theory 
in all universities, normal and other 
public schools, supported in whole or 
in part by public school funds of the 
state.” Continuing it is stipulated 
that it shall be a misdeineanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine of trom $100 to $500 
“to teach any theory that denies the 
story of the divine creation of man 
as taught in the Bible and to teach 
instead that man is descended from 
the lower order of animals.” 

In an agreement of stipulations by 
counsel ‘at the preliminary hearins 
no denial was made by the defense 
that the defendant taught the text- 
book on biology introduced in evi- 
dence by the prosecution. “It is a 
part of the regularly adopted coavse 
of study for use in state high schools. 
Counsel for the prosecution read many 
excerpts from the textbook in ad- 
vancing the claim that teachings con- 
tained therein vere in support of a

Pending Highway Probe. 


DOUBTS ADVANTAGE 


Only ‘Redress’ Open Now, 
He Says, Is Impeach- 
ment Effort Before 
Coming Senate Session. 


Declaring that the state supreme 
eourt’ #uecision last week which gave 
John ‘N. Holder a complete victory 
in the fight which followed revoca- 
tion of his commission by Governor 
Clifford Walker will not cause him 
to resign, W. T. Anderson, of Ma- 
con, member of the highway board, 
Sunday night issued a formal state- 
ment in which he declared that he 
hopes impeachment proceedings _be- 
fore the coming session of the state 
senate will not be necessary. 

Mr. Anderson said that impeach- 
ment proceedings against Mr.. Holder 
was one of the “forms of redress” 
left for the Holder opposition to pur- 
sue. He added, however, that he 
doubted the advantage of such a move. 
He declared that the supreme. court 
decision ig nowise ‘related to the 
merits of the fight against Mr. Hold- 
er but was based solely upon tne 
question of the authority of Governor 
Walker to revoke the chairman’s com- 
mission. 

Hints at Impeachment. 

“It was my idea, that when the 
court decreed that the governor could 
not do anything to protect the depart- 
ment, the best thing was to drop the 
proceedings,’’ Mr. Anderson said. “It 
only remains now as a matter of 
redress or correction of ‘the wrong- 
doing to go before the senate on im- 
peachment proceedings or prosecute 
the chairman for having used public 
money for private purposes. But no- 
body feels that anything particularly 
advantageous would be accomplished 
pin either of these directions, regard- 
less of the outcome.” 

“The supreme court has not passed 

upon the charges, that were made 
against the chairman, the chairman 
has not denied them, and according 
to the evidence and records they are 
correct and true. For any one to try 
to construe the supreme court decision 
as a vindication of the chairman, a 
refutation of the charges, is ridiculous. 
Whether the charges were .true or 
not and whether they were sufficient 
grounds for removal have not been 
before any tribunal whatever,’’ Mr. 
Anderson said. 
. Sam L. Olive, leading counsel for 
Mr. Holder in*the court fight, when 
informed of Mr. Anderson's  state- 
-ment Sunday night, said: “Mr. Hold- 
er is at his home in Jefferson, Ga. I 
was only employed to help look after 
the litigation between Mr. Holder and 
Messrs. Anderson and Bennet. Now 
that the litigation is over 1 do not 
feel authorized to speak for Mr. 
Holder on the personal side of the 
controversy. I think.Mr. Holder will 
return to Atlanta Monday and that 
he will handle the statement of Mr. 
Anderson on his own judgment. 

The controversy within the ranks 
of the highway board resulted some 
months ago from a series of articles 
published in The Constitution carry- 
ing charges advanced by F, J. 
Stukes,; a former convict, at that time 
employed by the highway department 
in the Kast Point shops. 

Investigation Ordered. 

Stukes charged that padding of 
payrolls was in progress at the East 
Point shops and when The UConsti- 
tution expose was referred to Chair- 
man Holder he called a meeting of 
the board and an investigation was 
instituted. 

At this point. Jack Bereth, a pas- 
master at the East Point shops, dis- 
appeared suddenly; was later ar- 
rested in Memphis, was __ indicted, 
plead guilty in Fulton county courts, 
was convicted and was given a prison 
sentence for padding the payrolls.

Washington, May 24.—The | gen- 
eral supposition that Secretary of 
State Kellogg received a stop-gap ap- 
pointment and is to step aside soon 
for some one else is without foun- 
dation. Kellogg is scheduled to serve 
out his four years,,one exceptionallv 
well informed source has informed the 
United News. 

This was learned in tracing down 
reports that Henry: P. Flvtcher, min- 
ister to Belgium and former under- 
secretary of state, was to succeel 
Kellogg in the near future. Until 
Charles B. Warren was rejected by 
the senate for attorney general, it 
was the popular belief here that he 
would replace Kellogg next fall, 

Kellogg to Remain. 

But the authority for the state- 
ment that Kellogg is to remain im 
office indefinitely comes from such 
a quarter as to giye it full credence 

The point is of some importance 
because of the debt funding negotia- 
tions and the possible inclination 
abroad to play for time, with the 
belief that a less persistent collector 
might suqreed Kellogg. Of cousse, 
it is well recognized in Washington 
that the insistence upon payment of 
these debts is a basic government 
policy and that no individual secre 
tary of state could change it. But 
nevertheless the remarks of Otto 
Kahn, the banker, and others now 
in Europe to the effect that the pres- 
sure for debt funding comes from 
politicians and is not backed by the 
country, encourage the debtors tv 


‘grasp at sttaws, one of. which. is. the! 


hope that somehow a change at the 
state department might help them to 
ward off the evil day of payment. 

In almost three months of tenure, 
Kellogg has performed about as war 
expected by those who had known 
him in the senate. He is am earnest 
worker and a hard one, but not the 
man from. whom spectacular maneu- 
vers are to pe expected. He is a 
statesman cast completely in the 
Coolidge mould and perhaps that is 
why the president is so well pleased 
with him. 

Makes No Speeches. 

In his term at the state depart- 
ment Kellogg has nut made on speech 
of note, which is typical of the way 
Mr. Coolidge prefers to work. For 
many years to come,’ two speeches of 
Charles KE. Hughes will stand out 
in diplomatic history. One was his 
opening address at the Washington 
arms conference calling upon the pow 
ers to scrap part of their battleships. 
The other was his New Haven speech 
in which he started the ferment whicn 
led to the Dawes plan.

Amundsen’s friends here said that 
after his long years of planning to 
reach the pole, he would be unwill- 
ing to quit that spot until he was 
forced to do so by necessity. If the 
weather proved favorable an ex 
tra twelve hours wight be spent at 
the pole in order to give the pilots 
und mechanics a good rest inside their 
reindeer sleeping bags, and a hot meal, 

The weather at Danes island was 
cold and raw today, the sun being 
partially obscured by clouds. Cap 
tain Hagerup and the two meteorole- 
gists went ashore on Armstead Is- 
land for observations. They reported 
visibility excellent from the hilltops, 
enabling them to see the northern 
horizon at a great distance and the 
sun shining unobscured beyond. The 
blackness of clouds to the north and 
west was not a storm warning, but 
merely an indication of open water 
in that direction, as-this cloud ap- 
pearance is caused by the reflection 
of /water against the sky and is 4 
familiar and welcome sight to every 
ice pilot in northern waters. 

Our daily meteorological chart 
showed, however, that an area of 
low barometric: pressure had begun 
at several points south of the north- 
ern points of Alaska, Siberia and 
Russia. The cloudiness in the neigh- 
borheod of Spitzbergen was apparent- 
ly a local phenomenon due to influ- 
ence of the Gulf stream.

resign as a member of the highway 
board. This the governor declined io 
accept. 

Governor Walker thereupon ap- 
pointed C. R. Dawson, a private ac- 
countant, to audit the accounts of the 
highway department. <A _ storm of 
criticism arose immediately because 
Sam J. Slate, the stafe auditor, was 
not designated for the audit. 

Holder Dismissed. 

Chairman Holder had been charged 
by Mr. Anderson with drawing ad- 
vances in pay and altering minutes 
of highway board meetings. After 
the privaie auditor had proceeded 
at some length with his investiza- 
tions, Governor Walker suddenly an- 
nounced revocation of Mr. Holder's 
commission as chairman and as a 
member of the highway board. 

Mr. Holder immediately instituted 
mandamus proceedings before Judge 
Malcolm D, Jones, of Bibb superior 
court, seeking to foree the other 
two members of the highway board, 
Mr. Anderson and Stanley S. Ben- 
net, to recognize him as chairman. 

Judge Jones, in his decision, held 
that the governor was empowered to 
revoke the commission of the chair- 
man, but ruled out of court a partial 
report of Auditor Dagvson. which the 
governor had given as the reason for 
revocation of Chairman Holder's 
commission. 

Mr. Holder appealed the ease to 
the Georgia supreme court, which 
last Thursday handed down a_ de- 
cision holding the governor without 
authority to revoke Mr. Holder's 
commission. : 

Holder Not Recognized. 

For approximately two months, dur- 
ing which Mr. Holder was not recog- 
nized by other members of the highway 
board, Mr. Anderson and Mr. Bennet 
had been conducting highway affairs, 
and it is understood that no question 
will be raised concerning the legality 
of their @ficial acts. 

Just previous to the.supreme court 
decision last week Mr. Bennet and 
Mr. Anderson had called a meeting of 
the highway board for last Saturday 
at the East Point shops, and when 
they learned of the court’s ruling, 
they wired Mr. Holder asking him to 
be on hand and preside as chairman. 
This he did, and it was reported at 
time that complete harmony 
reigned at the meeting, and the three 
members of the highway board ex- 
changed pledges of cooperation in the 
conduct of the department’s affairs in 
the future. 

Anderson’s Statement. : 

Mr. Anderson’s statement, given out 
at Macon, follows: 

‘Many inquiries have reached me 
to know whether or not it is my 
intention to remain a member of the 
state highway board, in view of the 
supreme court having said that the 
governor has no authority to remove 
the chairman, regardless of what he 
did or may dv, 

“T iztend to stay on the board un- 
til the legislature decrees to the con- 
trary, or until the governor, who ap- 
pointed me, decides that somebody 


ter and more satisfactorily. 
very definite ideas as to how the de- 
partment ought to operate as a busi- 
ness organization, and because the 
chairman had done things that were 
improper and irregular, and because 
the governor had not the power to 
remove the chairman, does not af- 
ford a reason for my withdrawing. It 
is rather my duty as I see 
try all the harder to effect the >ol- 
iey for which the fight has been nade.

Whether the charges were 
true or not and whether they were 
sufficient grounds for removal have 
not been before any tribunal what- 
ever. The court simply said the eov- 
ernor conld not do anything about it 
under the law no matter what the 
chairman did. ‘That is all there is 
to the court's decision. 


Only Course Left. 


“Tt was my idea, that when the 
court decreed that the governor could! 
not do anything to protect the depart- 
ment, the best thing was to drop the 
proceedings. It on'vy remains now as a 
matter of redress or correction of the 
wrong-doing to go before the senate on 
impeachment proceedings or prosectie

to five years, deeply affecting 
‘automobile tire production, is seen by 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover, as 
the result of an investigation into the 
effect of restrictions placed upon rub- 
ber exports from British possessions. 
“A careful investigation into the fu- 
‘ture world demand for rubber under- 
taken by the Rubber Association of 
America with the cooperation of the 
department of commerce indicates that 


' this shortage is likely to be felt by 


1928 or 1930, and may jay a heavy 
burden on the American consumer,” 
Hoovey said. 

The secretary did not go into detail 
regarding the effect of the rubber 
shortage, but it is known that it would 
have most serious effects in this coun- 
try, where millions of tires are mann- 
factured yearly. The:United States 
consumes yearly 70 per cent of all 
rubber produeed. A shortage might 
cause prohibitive prices for automobile 
users in some instances.

The pro- 
ducing industries of the world “would 
j be much better off in the long run,” 
he said, if such combinations were 
abandoned. 

“In general,” he said, “their effect 
is to hoist both the producing and con- 
suming industries upon artificial bases, 
ultimately resulting in economic diffi- 
culty to producers as well as consum- 
ers. The stifling of consumption, stim- 
ulation of rival production, the use of 
substitutes, and the paralyzing of in- 
con generally are the ultimate re- 
sults.’ 

“Our rubber imports in 1923 were 
valued at $185,000,000, or about 72 
per cent of the whole world’s produc- 
tion,” Hoover said. “Crude rubber 
ranked fourth among our imports, 
only ravy silk, sugar : d coffee ex- 
ceeding it in value. Three great in- 
dustries are dependent upon the raw 
material—rubber manufacturing, au- 
tomotive, and oil (through its depend- 
ence upon the automotive industry). 
The aggregate capital invested in these 
industries exceeds $13,000,000,000, 

Less Wild Rubber 

“Since 1905 a constantly diminish- 
ing share of the world’s demand has 
been met by wild rubber, until in 
1923 more than 93 per cent of the 
total supplies came from planted areas 
in the middle east. Of the total acre- 
age of plantation rubber Great Brit- 
ain controls 69 per cent through domi- 
cile in British colonies, and a total 
of 75 per cent through domicile in 
British territory and British owner- 
ship of plantations in Netherland, 
India. Opposite this centralized pro- 
duction in the hands of one nation is 
centralized consumption, for the Unit- 
ed States, due to the enormous num- 
ber of motor cars in use, regularly 
consumes more than 70 per cent of 
all the rubber produced. 

“As a result-of an ov erproduction 
of rubbee and unprofitable prices in 
1921 and 1922, a restrictive Jaw upon 
exports was applied in the British pos- 
sessions effective November 1, 1922. 

‘The measure, known as the Stev- 
enson restriction act, was one of the 
actions which called the attention of 
the American public to their depend- 
ence upon one distinct region mainly 
under control of one government for 
a commodity so essential to our na- 
tional welfare. We should consider the 
possible effect upon ourselves, 

“The possible result of such caction 

restraint of production and dis- 
tribution is of two-fold order: First, 
its effect upon price; second, its ef- 
fect ‘upon present. and future exports 
and therefore upon our future sup- 
plies. 

“It requires from four to six years 
for rubber trees to come into bearing. 
The preparation and planting of new 
rubber plantations in the middle east 
has been greatly retarded by the un- 
favorable market conditions. Alt!ough 
there is some planting antedating the 
restrictidns which is yet to come into 
bearing, the stifling of planting by 
unprofitable years bids fair to result 
in a world shortage after a few 
years.

Austin Brothers 
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SET FOR THIS WEEK 


With eight defendants slated to ap- 
pear this week in the criminal division 
of Futon superior court on charges of 
murder, court officials see one of the 
busiest weeks in many years. 

Three of the cases will be tried be- 
fore Judge John D. Humphries and 
one before Judge G. H. Howard. 

Two of the cases are of unusual in- 


the Fred James case. All of the de- 
fendants are negroes, 

Pearl Booth, negress, is charged 
with the murder of J. L. Arendale, a 
nightwatchman of the Patterson “um- 
ber company. This case already has 
been tried and the negress convicted 
of first-degree murder and sentenced 
to die.in the electric chair. She, was 
granted a new trial by the Georgia 
supreme court on the grounds that 
Judge Humphries admitted evidence 
of former crimes which was prejudi- 
cial to her case, 

The Arendale slaying last summer 
was one- of the most baffling cases 
in recent months, the victim being 
found with his head split open with a 
blunt instrument. He was a watch- 
man at a local lumber plant. 

In the Fred James case, Charlie 
Walker, Sol Oliver and Grady Slaugh- 
ter, negroes, will face the court on 
charges of slaying James, the man- 
ager of the top department of the 
Ford Motor tompany of this city, 
who was slain in. Loew's alley. The’ 
men are charged with the slaying of 
James for the purpose of robbing him. 

Others -who will appear on trial 
are: Jew Howard and Albert Hud- 
son, on charges of the murder of Rob- 
ert Hunter, a negro, and Will Rob- 
inson and his brother, West Robin- 
son, negroes, charged with the mur- 
der of Raymond, another negro.

In that it was mistaken, of course, 
because its welfare and that of the 
farmers were in reality bound up to- 
gether, 


GROWING PAINS 


Then motor trucks began to multi- 
ply in that section, and suddenly the 
small town began to realize that it 
Was getting smaller. 

The farmers found it was just as 
easy, and took no more time, to get 
their produce to the nearest large city 
by motor truck than it had formerly 
taken to cart. it in horse-drawn 
wagens to the small town. 

Moreover, there was not, only a 
@¢more generous market in the large 
city, but a more generous attitude on 
the part of the banks, and a more 
sympathetic desire on the part of the 
merchants to put forward a wider va- 
riety of equipment from which the 
farmers might supply their needs. 


“IN THE MIDST OF LIFE” 

ND so the small town had shrunken 

visibly and feelingly, when it oc- 
curred to some of it8 citizens to call a 
get-together meeting, search out what 
was the matter, and find and apply a 
remedy. 

At this meeting, what proved the 
keynote speech, a very brief one, took 
for its theme the importance of see- 
ing the other person’s viewpoint. 

The speech was made, by the way, 
by a woman. 

She pointed the source of the smtll 
town’s trouble, and in the discovery 
was implied the remedy. 

The small town, if it would do busi- 
ness with the farmer, must consider 
his needs, study his viewpoint. On 
the success of the farmer depended. the 
success of the town, just as the farmer 
must rely also upon the backing of the 
town. ; 

But the farmer could choose his 
town. 

The town must depend on the farm- 
ers of its own section first, if it would 
finally build up a broader territory. 

The meeting caught on. 

The town started out to win back 
the country, and it is in a fair way, 
we are told, to do it. 

If you read the newspaper in that 
‘town now you will find that it fre- 
quently uses the slogan of getting ‘the 
other person’s viewpoint,” and fre- 
quenty quotes its own citizens in 
speeches which urge the same thing. 


IT IS UNIVERSAL 


“Tt is the beginning of cooperation,” 

the woman speaker had _ said, 
“whether it is between one man and 
another, between the farmer and the 
town, or between men and women: 
getting the other’s viewpoint. 

“It is the basis of the happiness of 
family life. 

“The life of the community is, after 
all, just a broader expression—or 
ought to be—of the cooperative spirit 
of the successful family.”

} Question of Supply. 

“Suppose the corn growers and the 
milk producers had been completely 
organized during these years, do you 
believe this condition would have 
come about? No. The corn fagm- 
ers, if organized, would have adjusted 
the supply to the actual demand be- 
fore the price became demoralized. 
For, the supply of any commodity 
which affects the market price is not 
the entire stock of the commodity in 
existence at the time but only that 
portion of it which is offered for sale. 

“If the dairy farmers of the Unit- 
ied States had jointly purchased this 
-1-2 per cent surplus and held it 
cff the market, they would have re- 
regen $500,000,000 more than they 

lad. 

“What would you suggest should 
be done with this surplus?” 

“This question of surplus exists 
mostly in the minds of those whose 
interest it is to depress prices. Take 
cotton: The 1924 crop was 13,000.- 
400 bales. In 1923 it was 10,000,000 
bales, and yet the 10,000,000 were 
worth about $85,000,000 more than 
the 13,000.000. No one has suggested 
iLat the world has a surplus of cot- 
‘on. There is probably a shortage. 

“Make no mistake. Temporary pros- 
perity in certain grain products will 
not solve the farm problem. There is 
a farm problem and it will continue 
to grow in importance until the ad- 
justment between production and con- 
sumption becomes intelligently regu- 
lated. The problem is not production 
but marketing.” 

“What suggestion have you?” 

' Cooperation Is Answer. 

“Large scale cooperative marketing 
associations for every agricultural 
product with the object of ultimately 
establishing an intelligent adjustment 
between production and consump- 
tion.” ; 

“You would arbitrarily try to fix 
prices?” 

“No. You assume in that question 
that there ere only two ways in which 
prices are made—tbhrough monopolis- 
tic control or by an indiscriminate 
throwing upon the market, as at pres- 
ent, at whatever price is offered by 
he well-organized buyers. There is a 
third method. 

“I do not deny the law of supply 
and demand and its influence upon 
farm prices, but I do deny that it is 
self-operating so as to preserve nicely 
a perfect belance between supply and 
cemand. It does determine the so-call- 
ed normal price. Capital will not in- 
definitely remain in any industry 
which does not .pay returns propor- 
tionate to those in other industries, 20 
the normal price can only be deter- 
mined after a series of years. The 
farmer in the meantime is ruined. 
What Mr. Farmer is interested in is 
the market price—the price which

How workers have been faring from | 


an employment and earnings view- 
point can be seen from the accompany- 
ing chart, as prepared from new in- 
dices compiled by the federal reserve 
board. At present fewer workers are 
employed than was the average dur- 
ing 1919, the year which is taken as 
a base for comparative purposes, but 
pay rolls are somewhat above this 
1919 level. This would appear to in- 
dicate greater per capita earnings for 
those employees now at work. Both 
employment and pay rolls have been 
advancing fairly steadily since the 
middle of 1924, 

It will be noted from the chart that 
employment does not appear to fluc- 
tuate as greatly in accordance with 
changes in manufacturing activity as 
do pay rolls. In commenting upon this 
fact, the federal reserve board points 
out that in many respects changes in 
amounts of pay rolls are more re- 
sponsive than employment to business 


production establishments often retain 
workers on a part-time basis. In 
times of expansion, therefore. in- 
creased production is brought about 
in part by additional hours of labor 
rather than by more workers. These 
changes in the hours of labor are re- 
flected in pay rolls. The movement of 
pay-roll indices is thus a better indi- 
cator than employment of the pur- 
chasing power of consumers. 

Judged by these standards, the pres- 
ent purchasing power of the nation’s 
factory workers, although it is large 
and has been advancing steadily for 
nearly a year, is not so great, in the 
aggregate, in so far as actual amounts 
are concerned, as it was in 1920 and 
again in 1923 and early 1924, Living 
costs, however, while now approxi- 
mately as high as in‘1923, are consid- 
erably below the 1920 level. ‘Thus, 
even though employment is not as 
great as it has been at some times, 
factory workers as a whole are today 
in a prosperous condition.

After declining for a couple of 
months reflecting overproduction, the 
weekly average commodity price for 
the second consecutive week has just 
shown an increase, indicating that de- 
mand is again larger than supply, 
which in’ many lines of industry hag 
during the past two months been 
greatly curtailed. 

Next to oil, the steel industry has 
been the greatest sufferer from over- 
production. Despite the strength be- 
ing shown in the steel shares, it can- 
not ,.be said that the market for steel 
has turned from a buyer's to a seller's 
market. But it can be said that the 
reduction in stee] production of the 
eountry from close to full capacity 
in March to below 75 per cent of 
capacity a couple of weeks ago. is hav- 
ing the desired effect. For the past 
week there has been no further reduc- 
tion in steel production or in selling 
prices and with new buying increas- 
ing. 

_Automobile production is now run- 
ning close to capacity as a result of a 
decided change for the better in this 
industry during the past few weeks.

New York, May 24.—On March 3 of this year the average price of fifty 
representative stocks established a new high record for all time at 112.8. 
In anticipation of a slowing down in general trade these same fifty stocks 
| sold down to 101.16 on March 30, after which for weeks trading in the 
stock market was extremely quiet with the average price moving within 
a very narrow margin. A fortnight or so ago the average pfice of fifty 
Stocks began to advance with the volume of trading increasing daily un-

ei Message From Coolidge. _ 

A message from President Coolidge 
was read tonight at a meeting on the 
subject of “what the nation wants 
from the church.” : 

“It is not easy for a layman.to give 
an answer with confidence.” the 
thief executive wrote, “that will pro- 
vide anything of inspiration to stch 
a gathering.

If there were 
even a remote dauger of the with- 
drawal or the decadence of the reli- 
gious influence, I think we may be 
sure that the realization of that dan- 
ger would cause a more acute and 
widespread concern than any other 
menace to the national well-being.”
